HIS is the original “Barre” pneumatic 
tool, identical in form and structure 
with the first one made. It has been 
in use unchanged for twenty years 
and is still unexcelled for its effective- 
ness on the finest type of work.

PNEUMATIC HAND SURFACING TOOL 
(BUSHING TOOL) 


HE heavier pneumatic tools, for use un- 
der higher air pressure and requiring a 
longer and more powerful stroke, neces- 
sitate the valve type of construction. 
The “Barre” pneumatic hand-surfacer 
is therefore of the valve type. This tool 
is for all-round service, but is particularly useful on 
caps, posts, small dies and scotia work. It is adapted 
to many operations for which no other machine is 
exactly suited, and by those who know it is considered 
the one indispensable tool in any shop, large or small. 
Its patented VERTICAL THROTTLE HANDLE is an 
original and desirable feature, making the tool more 
natural and convenient for use in any position, and 
lessening the fatigue and awkwardness incident to the 
pistol-grip or plug-driller style. The natural tend- 
ency of the operator to bear on when he is ready to cut, 
opens the air supply; and his instinctive removal 
of the tool from the work when he wishes to stop, 
cuts it off. This not only decreases the air consump- 
tion, but also saves wear on the tool, since most 
breakages are due to the hammer’s pounding against 
the shoulder of the cylinder when the tool is not cut- 
ting.

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PNEUMATIC PLUG DRILLER 



|HE “Barre” pneumatic plugdriller is made 
expressly for drilling plug holes, lewis 
holes, core cutting, and hand channel- 
ing. 

The drill is equipped with an auto- 
matic push throttle handle which starts 
the drill operating on a downward pressure and shuts 
off the air when pressure is released. A new improved 
locking device is provided to prevent the cap from 
working loose. This is an important feature, as it is 
necessary that the cap be kept screwed down tight to 
bind the valve box to the top of the cylinder, for any 
leakage of air at this point will greatly impair the 
efficiency of the tool. 

All parts are interchangeable and all parts are 
hardened and accurately ground to standard size 
afterward. 

Best results will be obtained when operated at a 
pressure of 75 to 90 lbs. At 90 lbs. pressure the air 
consumption is approximately 30 cu. ft. free air per 
minute, and it will drill a plug hole in Barre Granite 
4 inches deep in 30 seconds.

HE “Barre” pneumatic surfacer tool is of 
the valve type, powerful, durable, sim- 
ply made, and economical in air con- 
sumption. It is made in two sizes — one, 
S S, which fits our S S frame and, by us- 
ing a special nose-piece which can be 
furnished without extra charge, most of 
the so-called junior frames of other makes; and the 
other, L L S, which is used in our L S frame, and can be 
furnished for use in large frames of other makes. 

FRAMES 

The “Barre” pneumatic surfacing machines are 
made in three types of two sizes each, as listed on 
pages 16, 17, and 18; type A, portable, sliding bar; 
type B, portable, crane or side-bar; type C, stationary 
crane. The portable sliding bar type (A) requires 
more floor-space than the others, but we recom- 
mend it as preferable to the other types except for 
use in a corner or against a wall. Types A and B are 
regularly furnished with plain truck-wheels, but 
flange-wheels will be substituted without extra charge 
if desired. 

The moving parts of “Barre” surfacers are easily 
adjustable for taking up wear, an important feature 
in machines of this class, because of the severe con- 
ditions under which they are used. This adjusta- 
bility enables the machine to be kept in perfect 
alignment, resulting in the production of better 
work; and makes for greater durability and increased 
efficiency. All parts are readily accessible, a feature 
of convenience in case of any necessary replacement 
of parts.
